The rest of the Republican ticket fell into line 
pretty much on schedule. James Brickley was duly 
appointed as candidate for lieutenant governor, 
Gov. Milliken had said early that Brickley was his 
man. William Farr of Grand Rapids. another 
Millikea ceeruit for the ticket, was selected for 
atlLorney peneral over Loken opposition. The two 
nominees for the supreme court will be incumbent 
dustice John RK, Dethmers and Detroit Circuit 
Judge Edward Piggins:; nobody else applied for the 
job. 

And further down the ticket are a bunch of 
guys named Joe for eight statewide elective 
education pusis; uow, isn’t that an impossible 
request to ask the average Michigan voter to 
choose intelligently for those jobs?

Many of the iuser’s backers resent the campaign 
techniques and the tactics and the spending of the 
winner, aid vice versa. This is always the case in 
the tight contest, but more sowhen the contest is 
as tight as the Lockwood-Yeager one was. 

Whether the Lockwood win is really very 
important remains to be seen. He will run against 
Democrat Richard Austin. Lockwood is white and 
irom outstate: Austin is Negro and from Dewroit. 
These facts should not make a difference in either 
the racult, but they nrahably 
wail. ; 

Lockwood has been in state politics since 1962, 
and still eludes classification as either a liberal or a 
moderate or a conservative. That he is an effective 
tactician cannot be denied. For his nomination, he 
drew heavy support from the usual conservative 
areas of the state ~ such as the Detroit-area 
districts presided over by Richard Durant and 
those in southwestern Michigan near Chicago. 

Many from those districts think in Lockwood 
they have their conservative candidate on the state 
ticket; who’s to argue? 

If Lockwood should beat Austin, he would be 
fined up in a successor role to Milliken. Somehow 
in Michigan, secretaries of state have a habit of 
trying to become governor; some of them make it, 
too. 

The second event that could be memorabie was 
ihe odrief tableau put on by the right-wing’s 
Richard Durant, who has been battling the 
Romney-Milliken state leadership for many years, 
and other leaders of the same moid before that. 

Durant was offered for lieutenant governor. He 
withdrew with an exceilent littie speech pleading 
for party unity, cautioning conservatives not to 
leave the Republican party. 

“Your home is in the Republican party,” he 
told his conservative backers. ‘‘Stay in the 
Republican party and become the leadership of

Most Republicans in the huge convention hall 
cheered and smiled, figuring that Durant had 
provided just the right uniiy touch to help pull the 
Republican party back together after the 
splintering effects of the Aug. 4 primary. 

In the process, Durant has also provided himself 
with an excellent base for a new respectability 
within the Republican party — a base from which 
to operate perhaps more sucepeetully in the next 
fawe anure 
fow yours. 

Back in 13660, Durant was a delegate t to the 
national convention in Chicago that nominated 
Richard Nixon the first time. Sen. Barry 
Goldwater was also offered in nominaiion in 1560, 
partly as a conservative rebellion against a 
Nixon-Rockefeller cohesion that produced a 
liberal platform, much to the dismay of many 
conservatives at that time. 

Durant either has a finely-hued memory, or he 
reviewed his 1960 notes, because he used the same 
approach, the same ideas, and many of the same 
phrases that Goldwater used in 1960 in his appeal 
to conservatives to work within the party structure 
and take it over. 

As Durant pointed out in his 1970 talk, 
Goldwater came back four years later as the 
nominee, and with his conservative cohorts in 
charge of the party — and many are still in 
positions of persuasive power today, 

Whether Durant wants to be the nominee for 
governor in 1974 is questionable, but that he 
wants conservatism to dominate Michigan 
Republicanism cannot be argued. 


Again, whether Durant’s public move toward 
unity is really memorable depends on events yet to 
be unfolded. But he had a purpose in his 
convention plea; Dick Durant never makes a 
political move by accident.

The trad they followed started 
en the Lake Huron beach at 
Tawas City and took them thru 
losco, Alcona, Oscoda, Crawford, 
Kalkaska, Grand Traverse. Ben- 
zie and Leelanau counties. Their 
trip ended at Empire in the 
shadow of Sleeping Bear Dune. 

It was no spur-of-the-moment 
jaunt. They planned carefully 
for almost a year to make sure 
nothing was overlooked. Their 
basic gear was a Gerry moun- 
tain pack containing pack frame, 
pack sack, down sleeping bag 
with foam pad and a tent, ali 
weighing just 13 pounds. To this 
was added necessary dried foods, 
clothing and fishing gear, bring- 
ing the total load for each youth 
up to almost 50 pounds, 

Half of their groccries were 
cached at Grayling, half-way 
point in the hike, to save carry-- 
ing even more weight. 

The trail, mestly on state and 
natianal forest lands, also follows 
power lines, some county roads 
and private property. In places 
it proved to be poorly marked 
and the boys were lost several 
times. Fortunately, they had 
good maps and were able to get 
back on the trail each time. 

Temperatures ranging from 
near freezing to 90 degrees, 
blisters, a case of poison ivy, 
hordes of insects, thunderstorms 
and even a near-miss by a small 
tornado were ull part of the ad- 
venture they survived. Balane- 
ing it out, however, were spec- 
tacular srenery ne 
motorists, cool swims in trout 
streams and lakes, fishing in 
Jitle-known waters and the sight 
of deer, racvoons, a rare bald 
eagle and many other wildlife 
species.
